TRADE RETURKXS BETWEEN THe DOMINION AND 
THE UNITED S@TATES. 


Orrawa, Jan. 19—At a meeting of the 
Dominion Board of Trade, to-day, the ques- 
tion of trade relations with the United States 
came up. Young opened the discussion by 
*-Tocating a system of Zullverein, which was 
opposed by Howland, who explained the 
position taken by the Dominion delegates at 
St. Louis. He said that the feeling of the 
United States National Board was to give 
reciprocal trade only on their own conditions, 
with the evident intention of forcing Canada 
into @anexation. 

Lever and Hazard, American delegates, 
contenced that the commercial men of the 
United States did not want anuexation. 
Hezard stated that a Zollverein was the only 
“"ggtstion a St. Louis Board would meet. 
There was a Strong opposition from the lum- 
ber, coal and salt monopolies, aod besides 
these, there were political obstacles to its 
adoption, but Americans were open to free 
commercial intercourse, and upon any fair 
terms would meet the Canadians balf way. 

The debate resulted in a resolution to ap- 
pointa delegation from the Dominion Board 


to meet the Executive of the United States- 


National Board at Washington as soon as 
practicable. Resolutions condemning a 
Zo!lvereia, but expressing @ cordial willing- 
ness to negotiate fur the purpose of relieving 
trade between the two countries from all re- 
strictions, were offered and were upanimous- 
ly passed, 

The debate on trade relations would not 
have taken place during the session of Par- 
liament, but the Board wished to give ex. 
Pression to its opinion on the subject of a 
Zollverein in the presence of the American 
delegates.
